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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argument is not pursuasive. 
Applicants argue that Kato does not find support for claimed limitation "adjusting timing of drive signals of the solid-state image pickup 



However, upon further review, Kato discloses adjusting timing (Fig, 14A, 36) of drive signals (from Fig. 14A, 22) of the solid-state 
image pickup device (Fig, 1, 20). In other words, Kato's delay circuit adjusting timing of drive signals of the solid-state image 
pickup device is substantially the same as Applicants' delay circuit (Fig. 1, 31) adjusting timing of drive signals (30) of the solid-state 
image pickup device (26). 

In other words, Kato discloses a delay amount adjusting circuit (Fig. 14C, 36) for canceling the effect of a signal delay 
taking place in a signal cable (17) connecting the solid-state image pickup device (Fig. 1, 20) to the signal processing circuit (Fig. 14C, 
30), and by adjusting (by second delay circuit; Fig. 14A, 36) timings of drive signals (Fig. 14A, 22) of the solid-state image pickup 
device. 

Therefore, the Applicant's arguments with respect to the claimed limitation as discussed above are deemed moot. 
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
